S250.000 for bis invention from C. G. 
Haenei of Su-bl, Germany, manufac- 
turer of tbe "Mailisier" rlfie, provided 
trie arm proves as represented. 


In spite of the fact that O'Connell Is 


comparatively a poor man he bas re- 
fused this offer and declares he will not 
give up a controlling interest in the 
grin. He has applied for letters patent 
from England. Franco, Belgium, Ger- 
many aud Canada, and until these are 
secured he Is gum-ding his secret with 
jealous care. Any person of ordinary 
adeptness with a rifle can fire this gun 
from the shoulder at the rate of 100 
shots a minute. 


Twenty cartridges held hy their bases 


in clips slide through too breech of the 
gun. and these raay be fired in one con- 
tinuous stream, the report blending in- 
to a "bur-r-r," so rapidly are they dis- 
charged. 
Twenty consecutive shots 


can be fired hy ten pulls of the trigger, 
or ail 20 may be Cred with lightning 
rapidity ..by simply pulling the trigger 
once and holding it hack.

Slob of Sympathizers Attack a Cai 


and Shoot a Bluecoat — Small

St. Louis, May 24.—Renewed rioting 


and another fatality marked the prog- 
ress of the strike on the St. Louis 
Transit company's system. A Cass av- 
enue car was stopped in order that a 
barricade,

During the enforced halt a big crowd 
of strike 'sympathizers attacked the 
car, firing a number of shots.
